BETTER THAN A BONUS 


Last Friday afternoon a well known citizen of Ada was 
driving along the Steedman-Allen road and stuck in a mudhole. 
Another car just behind this citizen’s car also stuck in the 
same mudhole. 
A neighboring farmer who was plowing in 
his field came to the travelers’ assistance and kindly pulled 
them out of the mud. 
He charged the travelers $5.00 for his 
Good Samaritan behavior. 
Before the Ada travelers got away from the mudhole three 
other cars stuck in the mudhole and were snaked out by the 
farmer for $3.00 per each. 
Thus he collected $14.50 in thirty 
minutes for pulling cars out of one mudhole in a lane along­ 
side his farm. 
This mudhole is about three fourths of a mile 
from Steedman on the road to Allen. 
The citizen of Ada who contributed $5.00 to get his car 
and his neighbor’s car out of the mud last Friday says that 
one man with a team could drain this mudhole and make the 
road passable in a half day. 
But why should he? 
He made 
$14.50 in thirty minutes by reason of the mudhole, and it is 
to his interest for the road to remain impassable. 
If the rains 
continue through the summer and travel keeps up, that farmer 
will derive more revenue from that mudhole than he will from 
his crops. 
Why should he even want the road mended, to say 
nothing of mending it himself. 
But the occurrence of last Friday furnishes food for re­ 
flection to those who oppose good roads. 
It cost five citizens 
four times as much to get out of a mudhole as it would have 
cost to drain the mudhole. 
In that case a bad piece of im­ 
passable road cost four times as much as it would cost to 
build a piece of good road. 
It is a concrete illustration of 
the fact that the costliest roads we can have are the impass­ 
able ones, and that the cheapest roads we can build are the 
permanent ones. 
Someday the people of this state of Okla­ 
homa are going to discover that we cannot afford to do with­ 
out good roads. 
It costs entirely too much to have bad roads.

ing to reports from many sections 
of Oklahoma and given out through 
the department of agriculture. Re­ 
ports indicate that the crop in Ok­ 
lahoma may be lighter than usual 
in many places but the blame is 
not to be laid against pests. In pre­ 
vious years the H essian fly, prairie 
dogs and other pests have made big 
inroads in the grain fields but this 
year farmers have either exterm in­ 
ated them at the start or pests did j 
not show' up at all this year. 
Tahlequah 
county, 
where 
the 
H essian 
fly 
in 
former 
years 
has 
done 
much 
dam age, 
has filed 
no 
com plaints thus far this year. Corn 
and oats are reported untouched by 
worms or blight, although gophers 
have been 
active in some places. 
Prairie dogs are not unknown in 
that 
section. 
Crops 
are 
backword 
in Lincoln county around W ellston, 
but grain is free from smut and 
insects. Farm ers there declare that 
m easures taken early in the season 
to combat pests have proven effec­ 
tive and alm ost smothered their ap­ 
pearance. 
Cotton, from present indications, 
will 
be the leading crop in Lin­ 
coln county, planted acreage being 
the largest in years. 
Active warfare has been declared 
on 
prairie dogs in 
Canadian 
and 
Kiowa counties, Kiowa leading the 
state in number killed reports here 
showr. 
A 
report 
from 
the county 
farm agent in Grady county says* 
that pests have done little damage 
to the grain crops 
here. 
Wheat 
rust, prairie dogs and grasshoppers 
have been disastrous to wheat in 
past years but little dam age is re­ 
ported this year. 
Adverse weather conditions have 
given the farmers more trouble than 
pests with this year’* crops, rain es­ 
pecially having made the crops back-! 
ward. Farmers say that wheat now' 
is taking rapid 
strides in grow'th ’ 
and the prospects for a fine crop 
good. They say the acreage is con- I 
siderabiy less than that of last year. 
Corn in some places is high enough 
for first plow ing while it is gener-j 
ally small in some sections and in 
others has not appeared above the 
ground.
